IN DYNAMITE CASE 

Told Conflicting Stories to the 
Investigators 

Formally charged with complicity 
in the murder of the twenty-one men 
who were killed when the Los Ange¬ 
les Times building was blown up with 
dynamite at 1 o'clock on the morning 
4 of October 1st, Airs. Belle Lavin, who 
conducts a rooming house at. 2410 Mis¬ 
sion street, San Francisco, was placed 
v under arrest at police headquarters in 
that city. 

The few minutes preceding the ac¬ 
tual service of the warrant were dra¬ 
matic. The woman strove to change 
her story of her relations with M. F. 
Schmidt, the Kansas City draftsman, 
now known to have been living under 
the names of F. A. Perry and William 
Morris, but her story differed mate- 1 
rially from that told on two other 
occasions to Chief of Police Seymour. 

The head of the San Francisco de¬ 
partment finally lost all patience with 
the woman and turned her over to the 
Los Angeles officers, who held a "Jane 
Doe" warrant for her arrest. As Mrs j 
Lavin was in San Francisco at the 
time of the explosion, it is only as an 
accessory that she is held. 

Coincident with the arrest of Mrs. 
Lavin, .John Lofthouse, a cabinet¬ 
maker, who has been living at Mrs. 
Lavin's rooming house and who was , 
a close associate of the man known 
as “Smithy,” was placed under sur¬ 
veillance and .only released from po¬ 
lice headquarters vviien he promised 
to use every effort to assist in appre¬ 
hending the wanted men. 

The hunt for the conspirators who 
dynamited and destroyed the building 
and plant of the Los Angeles Times 
has been again transferred from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles. Attorney 
.Rogers and Detective S. L. Brown, to¬ 
gether with the other men working on 
the case with them, arrived there on 
Thursday. They were all reticent re¬ 
garding their purpose there, although 
it was admitted they had gone there 
to follow up clews which had been

picked up in San Francisco. They 
were sanguine of the ultimate capture 
of the guilty men. 

“From a legal standpoint we have 
the evidence that will convict the 
dynamiters when we catch them,”' de¬ 
clared Detective Brown. “We know 
who did the job and what their names 
are. It has been a long, tedious task 
to piece out the clews and put them 
together so as to form a chain of evi¬ 
dence that would hold. I have the 
evidence in my possession now and it 
will be ready to use when the time 
comes.” 

Mrs. Belle Lavin, the San Francisco 
woman, still is held in the County 
Jail at Los Angeles and no one is al¬ 
lowed to see her. It was stated that 
she probably would not be arraigned 
for a few days. The officials refused 
to say whether they obtained infor 
mation which would help them by 
cross-examining her. 

Whatever part may have been 
played by Mrs. Lavin, the charge of 
murder against her apparently does 
not cause her any great worry.

ing firm, has left for McGill in White 
Pine county, Nevada, where he has 
taken a contract to construct fifty-six 
miles of wire fencing around the 
Adams and McGill ranch at that place. 
The job will not be finished until some 
time in the coming June and White 
estimates that it will take himself and 
six other men all that time to finish it. 
The fencing is to be an eleven-cable 
one, with steel pickets running ten 
pickets to the rod. It will take 18,920 
posts to do the work at an estimated 
cost of $15,680, and is the largest con¬ 
tract for high-class fencing in the his¬ 
tory of Nevada, jf not of .the Coast. 


It will be the' most completely con¬ 
structed inclosure in Nevada. 

When the British ship Knight of the 
Garter sailed this week from Portland 
for Shanghai she broke her own 
world’s record for the largest cargo 
oi lumber ever put afloat. On June 10th 
she sailed from Portland with 4,920,- 
000 leet of lumber, which was the 
largest cargo ever floated. On the 
present trip the Knight of the Garter 
is carrying 120,000 feet more lumber, 
or a cargo of over 5,000,000 feet. 

I homas J. Riggs Jr., a Government 
engineer, who has been at work on 
the Alaska boundary survey, has re¬ 
ported the discovery far north of the 
Arctic Circle ot what he believes to 
be the highest mountain on the con¬ 
tinent, exceeding Mount McKinley, the 
famous Alaska peak, by nearly 2000 
feet. Riggs and his party discovered 
the mountain while at work on the 
boundary survey near the Porcupine 
river, north of latitude 67. The moun 
tain is east of the 141st meridian. 
Riggs estimates its distance from the 
Porcupine at seventy miles, placing it 
close to the little known Davidson 
range. The party was unable to get 
close enough to make accurate rneas- 
I urements, but Riggs estimates its 
height at 22,000 feet. The height of 
Mount McKinley is 20,480 feet.

DECLARES hIS WIFE 
WAS NOT KILLED 

Grippsn Tells of a Final Quarrel 
and Separation 


I Dr. Ha’vley Harvey Crippen faced j 
I his accusers from the witness box i 
l hui sday in London. It was a dra- j 
matic moment when the diminutive | 
figure of the American emerged from j 
ine comparative isolation of the dock i 
and took a position where he was 
stared at with interest by the throng j 
that filled the New Bailey courtroom. 

( rippen was pale, but his compos¬ 
ure, that has remained since he was 
first charged with the murder of his 
actress wife, Belle Elmore, did not ; 
desert him. He stepped quietly but 
quickly into the box, and, holding the 
Bibie in his band, took the oath 
calmly. 

Crippen leaned against the rail of 
the box in a characteristic, easy atti 1 
tude and gave his testimony in a I 
steady, clear and calm voice. He told j 
ot the gradual alienation of his wife’s 
affections until the climax was reached 
iu a quarrel on the night of January 
.’1st last. His wife, he said, had ac¬ 
cused him of lack of attention to Mr. 
and Mrs. Martinotti, who had spent 
the evening with them. They quar¬ 
reled and on tlie following day his 
wife went away. 

Admits Plan to Escape. 

He bore out his counsel's statement 
of an alleged plot which he had 
formed to escape from the steamer 
Montrose. He said the quartermaster 
had told him the captain had recog¬ 
nized him and Miss Leneve and that 
he was to be arrested when the 
steamer landed. 

Tlie quartermaster offered to make 
a splash in the water during the 
night when Crippen was to pretend to 
commit suicide. The quartermaster 
had told him there was no charge 
against Miss Leneve and lie planned 
to separate from her for a time and 
join her later. This concluded his 
direct testimony, and Court adjourned. 

The defense, it is known, will at¬ 
tempt to prove that the body found 
in Crippen’s home was npt that of his 
wife. 

Tobin, counsel for Crippen, contend¬ 
ed that the prosecution’s claim that 
a desire for money and the wish to 
marry Ethel Clare Leneve formed a 
motive for tlie murder was untenable. 
Crippen, he said, owed nothing, and 
lie had not married Miss Leneve since 
tlie disappearance of his wife, al¬ 
though lie had had a chance to do so. 
No purchase of lime, in which the 
parts had been buried, had been traced 
to Crippen. 

No Proof Wife Is Dead. 

Tobin said that Belle Elmore had 
threatened frequently to leave her 
husband and at last carried out her 
threat. Who knew, he asked, whether 
Belle Elmore was alive or dead? The 
jury, however, must know before it 
could condemn a man to death. 

The defense insisted that it was per¬ 
fectly natural that Crippen should 
take flight in the company of .Miss 
Geneve, and both in disguise, when he ] 
realized that the lies which he had | 
told to cover up the scandal of his , 
wife’s departure had served only to \ 
create a mountain of prejudice against ( 
him. Tobin then made the surprising , 
statement that Crippen two days be- J 
fore his arrest < n the s'earner Mont¬ 
rose arranged with the quartermaster , 
to hide him in tlie cargo and to land j 
him in the night time at Quebec. ,

DAVID B. HILL DIES 
AT COUNTRY HOME 

Career of New York Politician 
An Ac live One 


David B. Hill, ex-United States Sen¬ 
ator and former Governor of New 
York, died suddenly Thursday at Wol- 
ferts Roost, his country home. About 
two weeks ago Mr. Hill was seized 
with a bilious attrek, and although his 
condition was not considered serious 
his physician adt ised him to remain 
at home until he recovered. A cold 
developed, and la'er alarming reports 
I of his condition were circulated. These 
I reports, however, were denied by his 
j friends. The Senator appeared to he 
i on the road to recovery until Wednes¬ 
day night, when he had a sinking spoil 
I which resulted in his death, 
i David Bennett Hill was born August 
29, 1843. When 17 years old lie en- 
‘ tered the law office of Colonel John I. 
Lawrence of Havana, N. 'S'., and when 
! 21 was admitted lo the bar. Later he 
, was chosen City Attorney of Elmira, 
then being elected Alderman, and still 
later Mayor. 

j He was elected to the Assembly in 
1870, and again in 1871. .In his first 
term in tlie Assembly he made his 
memorable fight to abolish contract 
convict labor, and in his second he 
was a member of tlie Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee with Samuel J. Tilden, they 
being the only Democratic members, 
which had the task of investigating 
the alleged scandalous and corrupt 
conduct of certain New York City 
. ndges. 

For many years Mr. Hill was a mem¬ 
ber of the Democratic State Commit¬ 
tee, and in 18*6 and 1884 he was a 
delegate to the national conventions 
which nominated Tilden and Cleve¬ 
land, respectively. In 1882 he was 
elected Lieutenant-Governor on the 
same ticket with Grover Cleveland, 
and following Cleveland’s election to

Subsequently 
lie was elected for two terms. He was 
Governor for seven years. 

In 1891 Mr. Hill was elected United 
States Senator, and in 1894 he was 
once more tlie candidate of the Demo¬ 
cratic party for Governor, but was de¬ 
feated by Levi I*. Morton, his Repub¬ 
lican opponent. 

Mr. Hill was the candidate of the 
New York Democrats for the nomina¬ 
tion for President in 1902, but Grover 
Cleveland was renominated for that 
office.

Losing his hold while 
at work on the tenth 
floor of a new steel 
building at Sixth and 
Spring streets, Los Angeles, Charles 
Umberger, a structural iron worker, 
caromed off a projecting beam on the 
next floor below and tell sheer nine 
stories through the air to the roof of 
a one-story building adjoining. He was 
still alive three hours after the acci¬ 
dent, though he struck with such 
force that his feet and legs were 
driven through the inch boards and 
asphalt composing the roof.

A single-story building occupied as 
a grocery by Mrs. Rhoda Smith, at 
College and Claremont avenues, Oak¬ 
land, Cal., was totally destroyed and 
the residence of Daniel Dinnaw badly 
' damaged Thursday afternoon in a fire 
! which started in a barn between the 
two places. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $5000, and Mrs. Smith, a 
widow, and her three children were 
; rendered destitute by the fire. As 
there was not an alarm box near and 
the nearest hydrant was four blocks 
distant, the Fire Department was 
greatly handicapped, but managed to 
save adjoining houses. 

Porter Charlton, the confessed mur¬ 
derer of his wife, Mrs. Mary Scott 
Castle Charlton, was ordered turned 
over to the Federal authorities in New 
Jersey, in proceedings which have 
been instituted for his extradition to 
Italy. Judge Blair of the New Jersey 
Supreme Court declined to release 
Charlton and issued the order for him 
to be placed in charge of the Federal 
authorities.

The bodies of two men were found 
floating in the Mare island channel at 
Vallejo. One body was unrecognizable. 
The throat had been cut from ear to 
ear. The man apparently was around 
40 years old. A silver watch contain¬ 
ing verses written in German was 
found in his clothes. The other body 
was that of Thomas Bohen, a laundry 
worker, who left his home at Vallejo 
mysteriously October 3d. 


The Madrid corre- 
s p on dent of the 
Matin, Paris, sends 
his paper an inter¬ 
view with Premier Canalejas, in which 
the Minister says there is no chance 
for a republic in Spain, as the Repub¬ 
licans have no great leaders and their 
ranks are hopelessly divided. More¬ 
over. the radical iSiture of his pro¬ 
gram, involving a struggle with the 
Vatican, the Premier says, is disarm¬ 
ing the Republicans, as anti-clerical¬ 
ism is one of their strongest prin¬ 
ciples. 

Decrees will be issued at Lisbon, 
abolishing the House of Peers, the 
Council of State and the titles of no¬ 
bility, banishing the Braganza dynasty 
and secularizing charitable institu¬ 
tions. 

Responding to questions in the 
Chamber of Deputies, Premier Cana¬ 
lejas declared that the Government 
was convinced there already were too 
many religious orders in Spain and 
that it could not tolerate the immi¬ 
gration of those expelled from Portu¬ 
gal by order of the Provisional Gov¬ 
ernment. Those of Spanish national¬ 
ity, the Premier added, would be al¬ 
lowed to remain, but the foreigners 
must leave Spain or they would be 
expelled. 

Dr. Jose Madriz, former President 
of Nicaragua, has arrived in the City 
of Mexico, where he has announced 
an intention to make his home. Ma¬ 
driz said that he was through with 
noUtics. 

The directors’ of the railroads in¬ 
volved in the strike agreed to grant a 
minimum wage of $1 a day to the em¬ 
ployes of all lines running out of 
Paris. The new scale will go into 
effect January 1st and constitutes the 
chief concession demanded by the 
men. This action was decided on at 
, a conference of directors, at w’hicn 
M. Millerand, Minister of Public 
Works, Posts and Telegraphs, took 
part," and was communicated to the 
strikers. 

Fremter canalejas in tne cnamoer 
of Deputies declared the Spanish Gov¬ 
ernment had information that an ac¬ 
tive anti-patriotic propaganda was be¬ 
ing carried on and that subversive 
manifestoes were being distributed 
among the troops.
